Gentlemen: 


For the past nine months and nine 
days I have held the postion of Mayor of 
this City and the presiding officer over the 
City Council. By and large, we have taken 
the same view of the major problems which 
have faced our City. I express my appre- 
preps to you _for your cooperation upon 

© many intricate problems which have 
faced our government. 


Tonight we find ourselves as the repre- 
noe of a great Capital City situated 
e heart of a great area of production 
of war materials with which to wage a war 
against foreign enemies. This war repre- 


Si 


sents not only a struggle between peoples, 
but also a direct clash between a philos- 
ophy of might and brutal force upon the 
one hand and democracy and the freedom 
of the individual on the other hand. The 
part which our City will be called upon to 
play in this gigantic sturggle will add bur- 
dens not only to the government itself, but 
to our people and partciularly to us as 
their representatives. 


I recommend for your consideration the 
following items: 


1. That a committee be. appointed, by 
and with your consent, to work out 
in co-operation with the Public Work 
Reserve, a work reserve shelf of the 
things which are most pressing to be done 
over a period of five or ten years. By so 
doing, we will be carrying out a logical 
forward looking program, if economic con- 
ditions remain reasonably normal and also 
will be fortified in the event that a depres- 
sion should descend upon us following the 
war effort. 

2. That studies be made concerning the 
construction of needed bridges over Grand 
River, and that the studies now in progress 
concerning grade separation be continued. 


3. That a survey be made looking 
toward the reorganization, realign- 
ment and combination of the several de- 
partments of our City government. 


4. That the City government cooperate 
with and lend its best efforts to the Civil- 
ian Defense program of this community 
and the County of Ingham. 


I ask for your continued patience, dili- 
gence and hard work in giving to the City 
of Lansing a progressive, forward looking, 
intelligent and efficient administration.

An Ordinance regulating and controling 

all matters concerning or pertaining to 
Plumbing in the City of Lansing. Creating 
a Board of Plumbing and the office of 
Plumbing Inspector. Repealing all Ordi- 
hances inconsistent with this Ordinance. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. It shall hereafter be unlawful 
for any person, firm or Corporation to in- 
stall or alter any plumbing in any building, 
public or private, in the City of Lansing, 
unless he shall comply with the provisions 
hereof and with the laws of the State 
of Michigan, the Building Code, and other 

wful regulations, and unless a permit 
shall have first been issued therefor as 
herein set forth. 


Section 2. The Board of Health of the 
City of Lansing shall appoint a Board of 
Plumbing to serve for a term of two years. 
The Board of Plumbing shall consist of five

The In- 
spector shall personally inspect all plumb- 
ing work that is being installed or.altered 
and shall perform such duties as shall be 
required of him by the Board of Health. 


Section 4. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring to install or alter plumbing 
in this City shall make application therefor 
at the office of the Plumbing Inspector. 
Said application shall be addressed to the 
Plumbing Inspector, and shall be accom- 
panied by the necessary permit and inspec- 
tion fees, and by a sketch or plan showing 
the proposed installation or alteration. If 
such application is in proper form and the 
proposed installation or alteration will not 
violate the law or the rules and regula- 
tions to be promulgated hereunder, a permit 
shall be issued for the work named in the 
application. Such permit shall be posted 
on the premises where the work is to be 
done and shall remain posted until final in- 
spection and approval. If the application 
is not in proper form it shall be referred 
to the Plumbing Inspector who shall have 
power to grant variations in order to pre- 
vent undue hardship provided such varia- 
tions do not in the opinion of the Plumbing 
Inspector, create a health hazard. 


Section 5. The provisions of this or- 
dinance and all matters in relation thereto, 
shall not be deemed to extend beyond the 
property line of any lot, nor shall any per- 
mit issued hereunder be construed as giv- 
ing the right to connect with a_ public 
sewer or watermain. 


Section 6. The Board of Health and the 
Board of Plumbing shall propose rules and 
regulations, including a schedule of permit 
and inspection fees, for the installation and 
alteration of plumbing. Such rules and 
regulations shall be submitted for approval 
to the City Council and when approved 
shall be known as Code of rules regulating 
plumbing and drainage work in the City 
of Lansing, Michigan, and in the Metro- 
politan District of the City of Lansing 
Michigan, as designated in Act 167, P. A. 
1917 and Act 260, P. A, 1933. 


Section 7. During the time of installation 
or alteration of plumbing work such in- 
spections shall be made under the direction 
of the President of Board of Plumbing as 
shall appear necessary to assure proper 
eonduct of the work. The property owner 
shall permit the Inspector or Inspectors of 
plumbing to have access to the premises 
for the purpose of making inspections at 
all reasonable times during the course of 
the proposed work, and no part of the 
work will be covered until it has been in- 
spected and approved. If the inspector finds 
any condition which is in violation of any 
lawful rule or regulations, or work that is 
being done which was not stated in the 
application for a permit, he shall immedi- 
ately notify the owner or plumber, or both, 
and the condition shall be immediately cor- 
rected and an additional permit secured

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when necessary. If the request of the in- 
spector is not complied with at once, he 
shall report in writing to the President of 
Board of Plumbing, who shall take such 
action as the situation demands. 


Section 8. The conditions of this Or- 
dinance are declared to be severable, and 
if any clause, sentence, paragraph or sec- 
tion is declared void or inoperative for any 
reason by a Court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, it shall not affect any other part or 
portion thereof. 


Section 9. Any person who shall violate 
the provisions of this Ordinance, or the 
rules and regulations which may be adopted 
hereunder, or who shall refuse to allow an 
inspector access to premises where plumb- 
ing is being installed or altered, or shall 
cover up work before it has been inspected 
and approved, may have his permit revoked, 
and shall also, upon conviction thereof, be 
subject to a fine of not less than twenty- 
five dollars nor more than five hundred dol- 
lars or to imprisonment in the County Jail 
for not less than five nor more than ninety 
days or may be both fined and imprisoned 
in the discretion of the Court. Each day 
such violation shall continue shall be deem- 
ed a separate offense. Any master plumber 
who shall employ an apprentice, or helper. 
on plumbing work representing him to be 
a journeyman, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and be subject to the above 
penalty. Any person convicted of three 
violations of this Ordinance shall have his 
permit revoked.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section I. Definitions: The following 
definitions shall apply in the interpreta- 
tion and the enforcement of this Ordinance. 


A. Restaurant—The term ‘“‘restaurant”’ 
shall mean restaurant, coffee shop, cafe- 
teria, short order cafe, luncheonette, tavern, 
bar, root beer stands, sandwich stands, soda 
fountain, dairy bar, and all other public 
‘eating and drinking establishments, as well 
as kitchens in which food and drink are 
prepared for sale elsewhere to the public. 


B. Utensils—‘‘Utensils” shall include any 
kitchenware, tableware, glassware, cutlery, 
utensils, containers, or other equipment, 
with which food or drink comes in contact 
during storage, preparation or serving. 


C. Operator—The term “operator” shall 
include every person, firm, or corporation 
conducting the business of a restaurant, 
as herein defined, whether or not he is the 
owner of the premises on which such busi- 
ness is conducted. 


D. Employee—The term “employee” shall 
Mear any person who handles food or 
drink during preparation or serving, or 
who comes in contact with any eating or 
cooking utensils or who is employed at any 

in a room in which food or drink is 
Prepared or served. 


E. Health Officer—The term “health 
officer” shall mean the health officer of the 
City of Lansing or his authorized repre- 
sentative. 


FP. Person—The word “person” shall 
shea person, firm, corporation, or associ- 
mn.

Each license 
shall bear the date of expiration, shall be 
issued only to and in the name of the oper- 
ator of the restaurant, shall be non- 
transferable, and for the purpose of this 
Ordinance, shall be conclusive evidence of 
ownership and operation of the business. 


Such license shall at all times be posted 
in a conspicuous place in the licensed 
restaurant. 


Section IV. Termination, Suspension and 
Revocation of Licenses—Every restaurant 
license shall terminate on the last day of 
April following the date of issuance, except 
those issued upon and after April Ist, of 
the same year. Whenever in the opinion 
of the health officer, it becomes necessary 
for the protection of the public health and 
safety, any restaurant license may be sus- 
pended temporarily for a maximum period 
of 10 days by the health officer. Every 
license may be revoked after an insanitary 
notice has been given to the operator, and 
after an opportunity for a hearing before 
the health officer upon the violation by the 
holder of any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance. Written notice of the time and 
place of such hearing and copy of charges 
preferred, shall be served upon the licensee 
at least 5 days before the heating. Find- 
ing of fact made by the health officer at 
such hearing shall be final and conclusive. 


Upon revocation of a restaurant license 
by the health officer for any cause what- 
ever, all rights of the licensee thereunder 
shall forthwith terminate and no new 
license shall be approved until a new appli- 
cation has been approved and the fees paid 
as required for a new license. 


Section V. Reinstatement of License— 
Any restaurant the license of which has 
has been revoked may at any time make 
application for the reinstatement of the 
license. Within 10 days after the receipt 
of a satisfactory application accompanied 
by a statement signed by the applicant to 
the effect that the violated item or items 
of the specificaions have been conformed 
with, the health officer shall make a rein- 
spection and thereafter as many additional 
reinspections as he may deem necessary to 
assure himself that the applicant is again 
complying: with the requirements, and in 
ease the findings indicate compliance, shall 
reinstate the license. 


Section VI. Examination and Condemna- 
tion of Unwholesome, Adulterated, or Mis- 
branded Food or Drink—Samples of food 
or drink may be taken and examined by the 
health officer as often as may be neces- 
sary for the detection of unwholesomeness, 
adulteration, or misbranding. The health 
officer may condemn, or forbid the sale of, 
denature, remove and destroy any food or 
drink which is unwholesome, adulterated, 
or misbranded. 


Section VII. Basements—That no cellar, 
basement or room wholly or partly under- 
ground shall be used as a restaurant unless 
the floor, ceiling and walls shall be con- 
structed of tile, cement, or other material 
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impervious to dampness or water and un- 
less such room or rooms of basement or cel- 
lar shall be provided with openings to the 
outer air and with proper ventilation. 


Section VIII. Violations—It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to operate a restau- 
rant in the City of Lansing unless it con- 
forms with the requirements of this Or- 
dinance. When any operator of a restau- 
rant violates any of the items or sections 
of this Ordinance, the health officer is 
authorized to issue a violation ticket.

After an insanitary notice has been 
served on the operator for any insanitary 
condition existing in or about the restau- 
rant, or any section or item of this Or- 
dinance that has not been complied with, 
the restaurant may be closed temporarily 
to allow time for compliance with the Or- 
dinance. 


Section IX. Inspection of Restaurants— 
At least once every six months the health 
officer shall inspect every restaurant located 
within the City of Lansing. The sanita- 
tion of all restaurants shall be based on a 
system of grading wherein all restaurants 
receiving a rating of at least 90%, or more, 
shall be awarded Grade A; all restaurants 
receiving a rating of at least 80% and less 
than 90%, shall be awarded Grade B, and 
all restaurants receiving a rating of at 
least -70%, and less than 80%, shall be 
awarded Grade C, and no restaurant receiv- 
ing a rating of less than 70%, or Grade C, 
shall operate. The rating and grading of 
all restaurants shall be based upon the 
standards of construction and operation 
contained in section ten.

Miscellaneous—The premises of 
all restaurants shall be kept clean and 
free of litter or rubbish. No person, oper- 
ator, or employee shall live or sleep in 
said restaurant or any room above or ad- 
jacent thereto which is not separated by 
solid partitions or floors with no doors, 
windows, or openings. Adequate lockers 

ng rooms shall be provided for 
employee's clothing and shall be kept clean.

Section XI. Re-inspections-——Upon writ- 
ten request on the part of the management, 
a re-inspection may be made provided, that 
when a restaurant receives a rating of 70% 
or more (Grade C) a re-inspection for the 
purpose of raising the grade shall not be 
made within 30 days. 


In the case of restaurants that are 
closed, or have a rating of less than 70% 
an inspection shall be made at the earliest 
convenience of the inspector to consider the 
reissuance of the license. No inspection 
shall be made for the purpose of establish- 
ing a grade unless the restaurant shall 
have been in operation for at least two 
weeks. 


Section XII.” Notification of Disease— 
Notice shall be sent to the health officer 
immediately by the restaurant manager or 
by the employee concerned if he or any 
employee contracts any infectious, con- 
tagious, or communicable disease, or has a 
fever, a skin eruption. a cough lasting 
more than 3 weeks, or an other suspicious 
symptoms. It shall be the duty of any 
such employee to notify the restaurant 
manager immediately when any of said con- 
ditions exist, and if neither the manager 
nor the employee concerned notifies the 
health officer immediately when any of said 
conditions ‘exist, they shall be held jointly 
and severally to have violated this section. 


Section XIII. Procedure When Infection 
Suspected—-When suspicion arises as to the 
possibility of transmission of infection from 
any restaurant employee the health officer 
is authorized to require any or all of the 
following measures: (1) the immediate ex- 
elusion of the employee concerned from 
all restaurants, (2) the immediate closing 
of the restaurant concerned until no 
further danger of disease exists, in the 
opinion of the health officer, (3) adequate 
medical examination of the employee and 
his associates, with such laboratory exami- 
nations as may be indicated.

Section XVI. Enforcement Interpreta- 
tion—The provisions of this ordinance shall 
be enforced in accordance with the inter- 
pretations contained in the United States 
Public Health Service Code Regulating Eat- 
ing and Drinking Establishments. A _ cer- 
tified copy of which shall be on file at the 
office of the City Clerk.

them, of the fact of their illness, giving 
the name and character of the disease and 
to order all pupils from such infected 
household to be isolated from the public 
until the disease no longer exists in said 
home.

Gentlemen : 


A question came up last Monday night 
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as to the present status of Lots 6, 7, 8 and 
9 of Block 19, Park Place Addition, to 
the City of Lansing, Ingham County, 
Michigan. I have made an examination of 
the Last Will and Codicil of J. H. Moores, 
deceased, and find from such Will and 
Codicil that a specific bequest was made to 
the City of Lansing of certain properties 
now known as Frances Park and Moores 
Park. These properties are to remain as 
parks. 


Paragraph Nine of the Codicil bequeath- 
ed “to the City of Lansing, Michigan, the 
proceeds that can be derived from the sale 
of any vacant lots belonging to me, sit- 
uated in the City of Lansing, to the amount 
of Ten Thousand Dollars, figures as per 
my last inventory. The said lots are to be 
selected by my executor, and set aside next 
after providing for the special fund named 
in paragraph tenth of said will, and in- 
creased in amount by paragraph ‘Second’ 
of this codicil. These lots are to be sold 
by my executor as fast as opportunity may 
offer, and prices secured, equal to, or bet- 
ter than my inventory price. The pro- 
eeeds of the said lots are to be paid over to 
the City Treasurer of the said City of Lan- 
sing, as fast as sales are made, and the 
sum so paid over, shall constitute a spe- 
cial fund to be used by the said City of 
Lansing, as follows: Three Thousand 
($3,000) Dollars shall be used to make 
permanent improvements in Moores Park. 
These improvements may be a small lake 
or wading pool for the children, a foun- 
tain, or may apply on the cost of a good 
bath house and swimming pool for boys 
and girls. The remaining Seven Thou- 
sand Dollars, and any profits and interests 
that may accrue to the fund shall be ex- 
pended in the planning and laying out of 
drives and walks, and the planting of 
shrubbery and trees in the cleared portion 
of Frances Park.”” Therefore, Lots 6, 7, 
8 and 9 of Block 19, Park Place Addition, 
were not given to the City for any specific 
purpose. They were listed among certain 
vacant lots out of which the proceeds of 
$10,000 was to be raised, .3 of which was 
to be used for the permanent improvement 
of Moores Park, and .7 for Frances Park. 


The question of whether or not this prop- 
erty could be sold was submitted to a vote 
of the people on November 5, 1941, in or- 
der that proper title could be given and 
passed upon favorably. Consequently, the 
Council is in a position to dispose of this 
property.

Gentlemen : 


The Traffic Commission has taken under 
consideration the letter received by the 
City Council from the War Department in 
which was requested three parking spaces 
for government owned cars which are 
parked in front of the Mutual Building in 
the 200 block of North Capitol Avenue. 
It has always been the policy of the Traffic 
Commission to look unfavorably upon any 
requests for special parking privileges, but 
in this particular case we feel that some 
favorable consideration should be given to 
this request. 


At the present time we have set aside 
one space for a government owned ear in 
front of the Mutual Building.

You will remember that more than a year 
ago I expressed to you the opinion that 
these two departments and possibly other 
departments closely allied, should be united 
into one. This requires a Charter amend- 
ment. During this experimental year we 
have discovered that economies have been 
effected and the service at the same time 
improved. 


I recommend that the Council Committee 
on Streets, Service and Health, proceed 
forthwith to make studies concerning the 
merger of the above named departments 
and affiliated departments, looking toward 
the submission to the Council of the neces- 
sary proposed Charter amendments to carry 
out the program.

In conformity with the desire of the 
office of Defense Transportation at Wash- 
ington, D. C., the Lansing War Transpor- 
tation Conservation Committee and_ the 
Inter City Coach Line Company of Lan-

112 of Chapter Six of the City Charter 
dealing with the duties and compensation 
of City Officers be amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 112. There is hereby created 
a Department of Public Service consisting 
of a Director who shall be the City Engi- 
neer, an Assistant Director and as many 
engineers, superintendents, supervisors and 
assistants as the Council may from time 
to time deem necessary to carry into effect 
the duties of this department. 


“It shall be the duty of the Director 
and City Engineer to keep the records of 
said department which shall be open to the 
inspection of any citizen of this City. Said 
records shall have the same validity and 


effect that usually appertain to public 
records. The Director and City Engineer 
shall have and exercise within the City 


the like powers and duties as are con- 
ferred by law upon county surveyors and 
the like effect and validity shall be given 
to their official acts, surveys, and plats 
as are given by law to the acts, surveys, 
and plats of county surveyors. 


“It shall be the duty of this department 
to make all surveys, prepare all necessary 
plans, profiles and specifications and per- 
form the civil engineering work of the city 
of every description as required by the City 
Council or by any other lawful authority 
of the city for the laying out, construc- 
tion, alteration, repair and improvement 
of streets, sidewalks, sewers, plants, pub- 
lic grounds and buildings. 


“Tt shall also be the duty of this depart- 
ment to build and construct or superintend 
the building and construction of all 
bridges, viaducts, sewers, drains, pave- 
ments, sidewalks, plants, and perform such 
other municipal improvements and work as 
the City Council by resolution may deter- 
mine. 


“Tt shall also be the duty of this depart- 
ment to collect and dispose of garbage and 
any other waste material as required by 
the City Council by resolution, to repair, 
store, house and supervise the use of all 
public buildings, motor vehicles and other 
equipment owned by the City as directed by 
the City Council by resolution. 


“The title, ‘The Superintendent of Public 
Works’ where same appears in Sections 73, 
99, 111, 112, and 309, and in any other 
place in the Charter of the City of Lan- 
sing now in effect, shall be “The Director 
of the Department of Public Service.’ 


“The Mayor shall at the first Council 
meeting following the effective date of this 
amendment, by and with the consent of the 
City Council, appoint the Director and 
City Engineer, and the Assistant Director, 
both of whom shall serve until further 
appointments are made in compliance with 
Section 99 of the Charter of the City of 
Lansing.”

Gentlemen: 


In compliance with your resolution of 
August 24, 1942, this is a report on the 
smoke conditions at the laundry and bak- 
ery at Saginaw Street and Verlinden Ave- 
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nue, and the laundry at S. Pennsylvania 
Avenue and Hazel Street. 


The bakery on W. Saginaw Street is, 
and has been for years, equipped with a 
stoker at each boiler and does not violate 
the smoke ordinance. The stoker at the 
laundry burned out and a new one was 
ordered, but due to conditions it took 
some time to get the new one. Hand fir- 
ing was necessary in the mean time and 
considerable smoke _ resulted. However, 
the new stoker was installed a week ago 
and the smoke violation has been removed. 


The laundry at S. Pennsylvania Avenue 
and Hazel Stret had to install a new and 
larger boiler. Then they discovered that 
their stoker would not handle the new 
boiler so they hand fired the boiler with 
steam coal which caused the smoke viola- 
tion. Mr. Subar, the owner, has ordered 
a stoker and in the mean time is burning 
nothing but Pocahontas coal, which has 
cut down the amount of smoke to such an 
extent that the smoke ordinance is not be- 
ing violated.

Gentlemen: 


The County has signified an interest in 
acquiring the Cedar Street Recreation 
Building. 


May we ask that the Recreation Depart- 
ment be given an opportunity to present 
their reasons for the continued use of the 
building for the thousands of adults and 
ha who are using the building regu- 
arly. 


While the building is old it has been re- 
roofed, painted and overhauled and is 
serving a section of the city where there 
is no other building available and in a sec- 
tion marked by the highest juvenile delin- 
quency in the whole city. Over 325 chil- 
dren from the neighborhood were registered 
and using the building last year. 


Boy scouts, girl scouts, a group of boys 
on probation airplane clubs and groups of 
boys, girls and adults using power tools 
for handcraft work are using the building 
regularly during the fall and winter 
months. Classes in Civilian Defense and 
First Aid were conducted for the auxiliary 
police department, the park department 
and the health department, and the build- 
ing has been the center for the women’s 
recreation clubs and the 43 Homemaker 
Clubs with over a thousand women en- 
rolled. 


The building also handles storage ot 
playground tools and equipment and ath- 
letie equipment of the recreation depart- 
ment, and donations for the building have 
been made in money, equipment and fur- 
nishings from many of the dinner clubs, 
factories and retail establishments of the 
city. 


We have detailed information available 
for your use and believe that a study of 
the situation will convince you, as it has 
us, of the need for such a building and its 
rapidly growing program for both youth 
and adult in war time. 
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The swing shift in industry has provided 
plenty of trouble in family life, which with 
the war has resulted in real juvenile prob- 
lems. There is need for an expansion of 
the work being done at the Cedar Street 
building which is filling a real need in the 
community and in the city. With that 
interest in mind, we are appealing to the 
good judgment and continued support of 
your honorable body.

On September 8 Alderman Graham re- 
quested the Traffic Director to report on 
the possibility of a traffic signal at the 
intersection of Saginaw Street and Verlin- 
den Avenue for the protection of school 
children who have to cross at this inter- 
section.

Honorable Mayor and City Council, 
Gentlemen : 


Pursuant to your request, I wish to 
make the following report on a _ petition 
complaining about the noise from the 
Nash-Kelvinator plant and the Centrifugal 
Fusing Corporation, which was referred to 
me, by your Body, September 28, 1942. 


The noise in question is a humming 
sound caused by the motors on the ventila- 
tors. These ventilators are an absolutely 
necessary part of the plant equipment, and 
all industrial plants are required by law 
to be so equipped. I refer you to Act 43, 
Public Acts of 1921, which created the 
Department of Labor and Industry. Also 
under the Occupational Disease Act, plants 
are required to install all equipment neces- 
sary for the preservation of the health and 
safety of their employees. 


Therefore, I do not think that this noise 
so complainted about, comes under the 
Anti-Noise Ordinances, and inasmuch as it 
is caused during the course of and through 
the general conduct of the operation of the 
plant, I can see no reason for the com- 
plaint.

Attention: Streets Committee 
Gentlemen: 


You have asked whether or not the City 
of Lansing is liable for injuries to a per- 
son who may be injured while coasting on 
a street that has been designated and prop- 
erly marked off for that purpose. 
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The City Council may by resolution au- 
thorize the setting aside of certain streets 
for coasting purposes and the City would 
not be liable for injuries received by any 
one who uses the street so designated for 
that purpose. 


In the case of Burford y. City of Grand 
Rapids (the only Michigan case in point), 
decided in 1884 it was held that “‘any per- 
son making use of the public highways 
must use them with care and must have 
due regard for the rights of others. Those 
having occasion to use them for the cus- 
tomary use of travel and passage have the 
first right and their use must not be ob- 
structed except under circumstances that 
are quite exceptional, and that make out 
a clear excuse."’ The Court would not go 
behind the authorization of the use of the 
street for coasting in this case for the 
reason that the matter was a discretionary 
one with the council. 


The above case was cited with approval 
in the case of Mingo Junction vy. Sheline, 
1380 Ohio Reports, page 34, in the year 
1935.

Your committee to which you entrusted 
the securing of facts and information re- 
garding Juvenile Delinquency and Curfew 
and from whom you requested a report by 
December 2lst submit the following re- 
port: 


We have met twice during the past week 
and sub-committees have met several times 
in addition. We feel the problem is not 
as simple as deciding whether or not to 
have a curfew. The committee are unani- 
mous in their opinion that a curfew wisely 
enforced is only one part of the answer 
to the delinquency problem. 


The Delinquency Situation in Lansing: 


Facts from court records and from rec- 
ords of private agencies do not indicate 
that there is any great increase in delin- 
quency in Lansing as compared with 1946- 
1941. However, records in Lansing on this 
subject are not adequate and complete. 
The war has made us more cognizant of 
the problem which has been with us all 
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the time. Various committees and 
missions have made extensive surveys 
reports on delinquency during the ast 
years. All of these surveys recognized 
problem but stated that in Lansing jt 

not one of major proportion, 


Your committee have included in their 
recommendation not only their thi 
but the results of some of those 
commissions and committees that ha 
made careful studies during the past for 
years. Obviously it is impossible jn 10 
days’ time to give the kind of considera. 
tion to a problem concerning our youth
